EXPLORER SPEAKS 
“AFRICAN > YIDDISH” 


“Africian Yiddish” is Martin John- 
on’s characterization of the language 


of British East Africa, who appear in 
the marvelous motion picture of his 
African trip, “Simba,” coming to the 
Varsity Theatre, next Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday and Thursday. The language 
is called Swahili. 

Osa Johnson, Martin Johnson’s 
!wife, who accompanied him on_ the 


the language. Swahili is described as 
a sort of African Esperanto, or Ido, 
and is understood by all the native 
tribes who roam Hanganyika, one of | 
the great divisions of British East Af- 
rica, and even as far north as Abys- 
sinia. 

Like Yiddish, which is a polylot of 
Hebrew, Bohemian, German, Slavic 
and Spanish, it is made up of nativ e] 
dialects and Arabic. It was fi 
stirred into a language by the Arab 
slave traders who used to infest the 
African East Coast, driving their 
chain gangs of blacks down the Mom- 
basa to be shipped to plantations all, 
over the world. | 

The purest Swahili—if a bastard’ 
tongue can be pure—is spoken around 
Zanzibar. There it has its newspapers 
magazines and more permanent liter- 
ature. 

The advent of many Europeans in- 
to the country has caused the addi- 
tion of new terms. For instance, there 
are “station” for station, and “post- 
of-ficey” for post-office. This Italian 
suffix seems to appeal to them. 

The language may be compared to 
Chinook, the language invented by 
the Hudson Bay Company for the use 
of the Indians in the Northwest and 
in British Columbia, to simplify the 
problems of the factors at the trad- 
ing posts in dealing with the differ- 
ent tribes.
